“My theory is, and it is supported by 
the greatest economic writers, that a'l 
such wrongs right themselves,” replicd 
Parsons. 

“If there is too much water in the 
stock that will take care of itself. The 
Gevernment cannot in equity interfere 
in private affairs. There should »e 
no limit to capitalization so long as it 
is not injurious or fraudulent.”’ 

“TI certainly claim to be the pioneer in 
the formation of the American trust,"’ 
said Parsons in answer to another ques- 
tion. “I am very proud of it.’’ 


Mysterious Resolution. 

At» the start of the congressional in- 
vestigation Charles R. Heike, former 
secretary of the American Sugar Refin- 
, declared his ignorance of the 
‘mysterious resolution passed by the 
board of directors in which H. O. Have- 
meyer said the company should take 
action relative to “injurious litigation 
and hurtful legislation and appeals 
drom each of the political pnarties."’ 


Helke said that the late John E. 
4Searles was the secretary and did not 
‘rn over to him records of the action 

“sen on that resolution. 

‘arsons opposed a Il ederal incorpora- 

mn law for local corporations, al- 

vugh he said such a law imight be 
MS neficial for public service corpora- 
tions.

Not Like Other Trusts, 

Parsons insisted that the Ameri¢an 
Sugar Refining Co. is not a_ trust 
similar to Sandard Oi! and tne American 
Tobacco. He scouted the idea that it 
was a monopoly. “There is no such 
thing aS a monopoly possible,’ he said. 

Representative Madison read into the 
record that after the American had ab- 
sorbed the Philadelphia refineries there 
were three indepevdent refineries in 
New York. 

“Who organized those three refineries 
into the National Refinery Co.?" 

“Mr. Havemeyer planned it, I believe.”’ 

“And he was then president of the 
American?” 

“Yes.”

“Were not these three companies to 
exchange all of their corporate stock 
for the preferred stock of the National,

Pomeranians Born While Master 
Waits to Pay Duty Cause No 


End of Customs Tangle. 


NEW YORK, July 21.—On leaving the 
White Star liner Baltic when she ar- 
rived here the other day James Croft 
of Newark stood with his Pomeranian 
dog on the pier awaiting the customs 
inspectors. There was a delay in reach- 
ing him, and by the time the customs 
gentlemen got around a canine stork 
had brought twins to Croft’s pet. 

The inspectors saw the puppies and 
‘mmediately declared the tiny Pome- 
ranians to be imports, on which the duty 
was $2 each. Croft protested and the 
question went to the appraisers. They 
disagreed with the inspectors. They held 
that the puppies were not imports, as 
they were born here, but should be 
classed as excess, taking a tariff of $% 
apiece. On the bill of lading the ap- 
praisers made this indorsement: ‘Add 
goods in excess, as noted. No fraud 
intended.” 

But again Croft objected. Thereupon 
the inspectors and the appraisers dis- 
agreed again. Pending settlement the 
dogs were turned over to Croft as ‘“‘per- 
ishable goods,’”’ but the customs men in- 
sisted on fixing a duty of $2 each on 
thent, the same having ‘‘accrued on the 
trip.” 

Croft has not paid the amount, and 
United States District Attorney *Vree- 
land of New Jersey has been asked to 
settle the weighty question.

Fifty Per Cent Extra for 
Night Calls. 





LOUISIANA, Mo., July 21.—The doc- 


tors of this town are not afraid of the 
Wickersham bugbear. 

They have formed a tight little trust 
of their own, in defiance of the Attor- 
ney-General of the United States and 


of the State of Missouri. 
And to rub it‘in, they have published 
their schedule of rates and a copy of 


their pledge to adhere to them. 

The trust agreement is signed by the 
19 leading physicians of the city. There 
is no chance to escape the trust, if any 
Louisiana citizen gets sick, except to 
send to Clarksville, Bowling Green or 
Hannibal for an anti-trust doctor. 

The rates, to go into effect Aug. 1, ac- 
cording to the announcement, are as 
follows: 

Visits in city, $2; contagious dis-* 

eases, $4: night visits in city $3;

cents per mile; 50 per cent extra night 
calls; office prescriptions and counsel, 
$1 to $5: counsel visits In city, $10; 
counsel visits in country, $10 and 
mileage at 75 cents per mile; con- 
finement, $15; instrumental, $25.

Jewell fled to town, where he gave 
himself up to Sheriff White. 

Coroner Dowell went to the scene of 
the shooting and held an inquest.

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PRESS FOR STAND 
ARECPROCITY 


Selfish Motives,’ He Says, Have 
Inspired Support of Free 
Paper Measure. 








DEFENDS PROGRESSIVES 





Insists They Have Not Changed 
Front on the Tariff, but 
Oppose Partial Revision. 





By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Assailing the 
press of the United States for its sup- 
port of the Canadian reciprocity’ bill, 
Senator La Follette of Wisconsin made 
his closing speech against the bill in 
the Senate today. 

He expressed the belief that newspa- 
pers would suffer in loss of influence 
for the support they have given to legis- 
lation in which, he said, ‘‘they have a 
direct money interest.” 

“The press has failed in its duty to 
the public, in regard to this legislation,’’ 
he said. 

La Follette referred to testimony given 
before the Finance Committee of the 
Senate that a newspaper organization 
had sent out a communication to many 
papers urging them to favorably treat 
the reciprocity agreement. He deplored 
this attitude of the newspapers. 

‘‘We have senators on this floor who 
are bankers,’’ said La Follette; “sena- 
ors who are woolen manufacturers and 
cotton manufacturers, senators who are 
interested in lumber and mines. Let no 
newspaper hereafter assail any senator 
because he supports legislation in his 
own peculiar interest.”’ 

Tilt With Fitchcock. 

Senator La Follette referred to Sen- 
ator Hitchcock of Nebraska, who had 
interrupted him, “‘as a newspaper own- 
er’? who had a direct interest at stake. 

‘Is it not just as fair for me to criti- 
cise the Senator from Wisconsin,” re- 
torted Hitchcock, “for advocating a 
duty on paper in the interest of the 
great paper mills of Wisconsin to which 
the whole country pays tribute?’’ 

Senator La Follette replied that he did 
not favor a duty on paper; that he was 
in favor of free print paper and would 
propose a measure in that interest as a 
direct tariff measure. He objected to 
the reciprocity bill, he said, because the 
newspapers would get free paper at the 
expense of the farmers whose duties on 
their products would be removed. 

La Follette defended progressive Re- 
publicans from the charge that they 
have changed front on the tariff, and 
are now opposing a partial tariff re- 
vision as embodied in the reciprocity 
bill. He said the progressive stood just 
where they did in the tariff fight of 
1909, but that the reciprocity bill was 
not a true Republican measure. 

“I oppose this bill because it belies its 
title,” said Senator La Follette. ‘“‘It is 
not reciprocity. It violates every prin- 
ciple of reciprocity as defined by Re- 
publican presidents and Republican 
platforms.” we 
Senator La _ Follette declared the 
Democratic party had violated its own 
principles in every vote it had cast in 
the Senate on the reciprocity bill by 
aligning with the Republican high tar- 
iff forces. 

“The Democrats will have to answer 
for their inconsistencies,’’ said La Fol- 
lette.

Mrs. Wheeler exacted a 
promise from Mrs. Shepard before her 
death that she would care for the lit- 
tle one. 

Last Monday Mrs. Shephard took the 
baby to Dr. G. F. Chopin, 8411 North 
Broadway, and asked him to diagnose 
its ailment. The physicians told her 
that the baby was seriously ill and 
needed immediate attention. Mrs. Shep- 
ard refused the medical treatment, the 
evidence showd, and took it to her home 
where prayers were said for its re- 
covery by members of the secto to 
which she belongs. The child became 
worse and died Thursday. 

Mrs. Shepard testified at the inquest 
that she does not believe in taking medi- 
cine and believed that the prayers of 
the church would heal the child. She 
said the headquarters of the Church of 
God in St. Louis is a mission at 7919 
North Broadway, in the building occu- 
pied by her as a home. 

David C. Wheeler, father of the child, 
is an employe of the Armour Packing 
Co. in East St. Louis. He told Dr. 
Carriere that he was satisfied with the 
faith treatment given the child by the 
members of the church sect. 

A verdict of death from cholera in- 
fantum, with whooping cough as a con- 
tributory cause, without medical treat- 
ment, was rendered at the inquest.

C. F. Wiehe, Secretary of Lori- 


mer Co., Under Grilling 
Cross-Examination.

WASHINGTON, July 21.—C. F. Wiehe, 
Secretary of the Edward Hines Lumber 
Co. of Chicago, was subjected to a de- 
tailed cross examination today before 
the Senate Lorimer Committee as to the 
part he and Edward Hines, President of 
the company, took in the Lorimer elec- 
tion. 

Attorney J. H. Marble for the com- 
mittee, directed attention to the night 
when Wiehe asked W. H. Cook ani 
Wm. O’Brien, at Hines’ request to keep 
out of the way while the Grand Jury 
was in session in Chicago. 

“Did you know it was a violation of 
the law to advise persons to avoid sub- 
peenas?’’ asked the attorney. 

“I didn’t think about it at that time; 
JT was just a messenger for Hines.” 

Chairman Dillingham wanted to know 
whether as a matter of fact subpenas 
for Cook and O’Brien had been issued. 
Attorneys for Hines stated that they 
had not been, but Senator Kern led the 
witness to say that Hines said to him 
that night that he was advsied sub- 
penas had been issued. 

Talked Too Much. 

“Did you say that night that Hines 
was talking too much about the Lori- 
mer case?’ asked Marble. 

“I might have. I knew Hines felt 
that by his message to Gov. Deneen he 
believed he had been influential in the 
election of Lorimer and I thought, as 
has been shown, that if he kept repeat- 
ing his part in the election he would get 
Lorimer’s enemies down on him.”’ 

After thinking of the matter over 
night Wiehe declarad that one of the 
reasons why he asked R. J. Shields, 
the affidavit collector of Superior, Wis., 
to meet him in Chicago about 10 days 
ago, was to discuss sending him to Al- 
fany, N. Y. 

Sought List of Contributors. 

“Why didn’t you recall that yester- 
day? asked Marble. 

“I don’t know,” Wiehe explained that 
the Hines company desired to ascertain 
if Cyrus McCormick contributed any- 
thing to the Taft campaign in 1908 
and that he had been advised the list 
of contributors was on file with the 
Secretary of State at Albany. 

‘“T had wired the Secretary of State 
and had gotten a reply that the list was 
destroyed, only being retained for 15 
months,” said the witness. “Since com- 
ing here I have received a wire from 
Albany saying the list would be fur- 
nished for $1000.”’ 

Wiehe did not think the charge was 
solely for copying the 128 pages of con- 
tributions. 

‘Do you mean to say there are 128 
pages of contributions to the Taft cam- 
paign funds?” asked Senator Kern, late 
vice-presidential candidate on the ticket 
opposed to Taft. 

“Yes, sir,”’ replied the witness. 

“T see how it happened, then,” 
sponded the defeated candidate. 

Wiehe was asked why he had called 
in Shields about the Albany matter. He 
said Shields claimed to know someone 
at Albany that might help him get the 
list. 

Shields Sought as Witness. 

‘Haven’t you men in your olfice who 
could get the list without calling @ man 
all the way from Superior?” Wiehe was 
asked. 

“Yes, but I talked over other mat- 
ters to Shields,’’ he replied. 

Senator Aldrich, who was on the 
stand yesterday, did not attend the 
hearing today. He denied yesterday 
that he had sent to Gov. Deneen any 
message which coulq be interpreted 
as meaning that President Taft de- 
sired the election of Lorimer, He had 
told Hines, he said, that Lorimer 
would not be objectionable to the 
President. 

A statement issued some time ago 
from the White House also was read 
to the committee. 

Senator Kern asked Wiehe many ques- 
tlons about the Winnipeg fiyer inci- 
dent, when Wiehe is credited with saying 
he contributed to a Lorimer election 
fund. Wiehe testified that at first he 
had been unable to tell the manner in 
which the seven or eight men were 
seated in the smoker “until we all got 
together and talkd it over.” 

In reply to a question from Senator 
Kenyon, Wiehe said he thought Shields 
would come to Washington to testify 
if requested to do so.. Chairman Dtl- 
lingham interrupted to say that several 
inquiries had been recently made as 
to whether Shields was in hiding. He 
stated that not until yesterday was a 
suggestion made to summon him.

During the past few days he has told 
on the stand the results of his detec- 
tive work and the operations of his as- 
sociates, Marshal Capizutti and Marshal 
Iarris. Alessand sioy, now attorney 
for the defense, formerly edited a news- 
paper. 

Bitter Personal Feeling. 

Fabroni has testified that revelations 
against the Camorra made by Editor 
Lioy were not in harmony with the 
claims set up by Lawyer Lioy in de- 
fense of his clHents.

They were rot disposed to go 
Guietly and were seized by carabiners 
and dragged from the place. 

For a time there was a calm and the 
president took advantage to admonish 
the witness to avoid personalities, 

“We should aim only at the triumph 
of truth as it is directly connected in 
the trial of this case. We must not go 
into personalities’ he said. 

With much feeling, Fabrioni reptied: 

“For years I have stood the insults 
of this man Lioy without trying him 
before the courts because I considered 
him not an animal, but a person whose 
mental faculties were unbalanced.”

1900 men whod arrived during the 
‘night from the South on a German 
{steamer, has orgunized a resistance 
lto the revolutionists, who are threat- 
ening the capital from the north. 

President Simon is directing the 
defense of the palace. Gen. Sylvain. 
the new Secretary of the Interior, has 
taken command of the Government 
troops concentrated at the Port of 
Archaie, several miles northwest of 
Port au Prince, end into which dis- 
trict the rebels are swarming. 

The towns that are in arms are 
forming revolutionary committees, 
composed chiefly of the followers of 
Gen. Antenor Firmin, leader of the 
revolt of 1902, who recently fell out 
with President Simon and has since 
been suggested as the next incum- 
bent of the presidential chair.

GET $700 FOR WIFE

It Happens Into Cape Haitien As 
Rebels Capture the 
City.

CAPE HAITIEN, July 21.—Cape Hali- 
tien is In the hands of the revolution- 
ists and the sole protection of Ameri- 
cans and other foreigners at this port 
is an American yacht, which arrived 
here Wednesday. 

The United States gunboat Petrel 
sailed from here several hours .previous 
to the arrival of the yacht, leaving 
American interests unprotected, and 
when the yacht came into the harbor, 
her owner, Evans R. Dick, found the 
town in a state of semi-anarchy. The 
insurgents were rapidly approaching 
and President Simon and his troops 
had left Fort Liberte for Port au 
Prince. 

There were rumors also that. the 
cruiser Antoine Simon was on her way 
to bombard some of the ports. 

Rebels Reinforced. 

As is customary under such circunt- 
stances, most of the residents tovuk 
sides with the revolutionists and soon 
the authorities were unable to check 
the disorders. Dick notified the offi- 
cials that he would not permit any bom- 
bardment by Haitien warships and 
would protect the foreigners. 

At night fighting broke out in the 
streets. The searchlight of the yacht 
was kept playing on the house in which 
the Americans, who were brought in 
from working on the railroad, had col- 
lected with their wives. 

The civic authorities aided in this 
work. 

When the Government was overthrown 
the revolutionists occupied the town, 
and the streets were filled with excited 
inen shooting at random. All the Amer- 
ican women were taken aboard the 
vacht, while the foreign consulates were 
filled with refugees. These included 
geuerals who had opposed the revolu- 
tion and the local authorities in pr - 
tecting whom the French Consul was 
slightly wounded.

WASHINGTON, July 21.—Over 
same dusty roads that 50 years ago 
swarmed with thousands of Union 
soldiers hastening back to Washing- 
ton from the first Battle of Bull Run 
President Taft motored today to Man- 
assas, Va., to speak at the semi- 
centennial reunion of the blue and 
gray veterans, 

Senator Martin and Representative 
Carlin of Virginia, Secretary Hilles 
and Maj. Butt accompanied the Presi- 
dent. The speech at Manassas will be 
made late this afternoon, the presi- 
dential party having planned to stop 
at Fairfax Courthouse, Va., for lunch- 
eon with State Senator Thornton, 

The President expected to return to 
the White House in time for dinner. 


veterans of the blue and the gray 
with halting steps advanced toward 
each other and, meeting, clasped 
hands in fraternal greeting at noon 
today on historic Bull Run battle- 
field, where 50 years ago they were 
engaged in the first great battle of 
the war between the states. 

This, one of the crowning events of 
the Manassas Peace Jubilee, was wit- 
nessed by 6000 persons, including 
many of prominence. 

During the morning the old soldiers 

assembled at the Henry House, the 
center of the fighting during the battle. 
An address of welcome was made by 
Col. Edmund Berkeley of the Eighth 
Virginia Regiment, to which responses 
were made by Gen. George W.. Gordon, 
grand commander of the United Con- 
federate Veterans, and Gen. John E.

4 Missouri Senator Declares

WOULD STRIKE AT 
ROUNDABOUT BRIBE 


Believes Lack of Secrecy Will 
Enable Voters to~ Keep 
Check on Sources of Fi- 
nancial Support and Those 
Who Profit by. It. 


BK> Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, July 21.—Senator’ Reed 
of Missouri does not believe that the 
Rucker campaign publicity bill, now 
before the House with the ‘Senate 
amendments, goes far enough. He would 
make the purchasing of a seat in Con- 
gress by any sort of hook or crook a 

felony. 

“TI hold this,’"’ he said to the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent, ‘‘that if every po- 
litical committee had to expose to tha 
public the source and disposition of its 
contributions to the last dollar, it would 
have three good effects: 

“First, it would make committeemen 
careful not to go to bad sources for 
contributions and would deter them, 
in effect, from selling their candidates 
for money to carry their elections. 
Money given to elect a man may be 
as real a bribe and may as completely 
control his vote as that paid for his 
vote after he is elected. This does 
not follow, but it often happens. 

“Second, a disclosure of the names of 
those who received the money tends to 
force the proper use and deter the im- 
proper use of money. It also has a 
tendency to limit the use of money. 
One may use money, but he does not 
like to have it published. 

“Third, publicity of the use of large 
sums of money tends to arouse public 
sentiment feelingly against the can- 
didate who uses large sums and creates 
sympathy for the man of limited means. 

“The Rucker bill, so far as it provides

for publicity, is all rigM®, and it had 
my support and not my opposition. But, 
as I said in the Senate, we are con- 
fronted by this condtition: While the 
rulings in Congress have been that if a 
man be convicted of actually buying 
votes and other corrupt practices, the 
House or Senate is warranted in un- 
seating him, still no provision if this 
bill and no precedents make the use of 
vast sums of money in itself sufficient 
to bar one from a seat in Congress, 
notwithstanding the fact that the use 
of great sums of money may have the 





effect generally of sowing seeds of cor- 
ruption broadcoast in a community, as

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GET THE TRUTH. 

City Comptroller Taussig’s criticisms of the 
pending hospital bill demand an answer. Ad- 
mitting that Mr. Taussig’s° enthusiastic pursuit 
of economy often leads him to the goal of penur- 
iousness, his deliberate statement that this meas- 
ure is dangerous and vicious still has force. He 
Bays that it has never been determined by proper 
administration that the funds at the command of 
the Hospital Board are not adequate. 

Before going farther with the matter this ques- 
tion should be answered. As to the necessity of 
adding $220,000 a year, to be spent for wages and 
salaries, to the $750,000 now appropriated, we have 
only the word of the Hospital Commissioner and 
the Hospital Board, which is, of course, eager to 
get ag much money as possible, like every other 
municipal department. If the hospital authorities 
are right Mr. Taussig is wrong. But three-quar- 
ters of a million dollars a year is a large sum 
for maintenance of these institutions. Its judi- 
cious expenditure could not leave the condition 
of the institutions as deplorable as Dr. Morfit 
and others have pictured it. 

‘Is the condition not so deplorable after all? 
if it is there is grout.d for believing that Mr. 
Taussig is right. There should be some means of 
_-fetting at the exact truth. 
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Roger Bresnahan’s land attacks are giving New 
York a great deal more concern than the possi- 
bility of anybody's attack by sea.

It would be ufMfair to assume that Attorney- 
General Wickersham spoke for President Taft 
when in his Duluth speech he advocated the Gary- 
Carnegie-Depew-Bryan-Roosevelt plan of gov-~ 
ernment control of all interstate corporations. 
But as a member of the Cabinet the Attorney- 
General's utterances have an official significance 
not attached to similar views of private citizens. 

The picture Mr. Wickersham draws of the evils 
of monopoly is not too dark. We do not cavil 
at his statement of the monopolistic advantage 
of the laws permitting one corporation to own 
the stocks of others. 

We do not deny his assertion that tariff privi- 
leges are the bulwark of predatory trusts, nor his 
affirmation that ‘“‘in almost every one of the 
great staple industries prices have been for years 
fixed by agreement between the principal pro- 
ducers and not by the normal play of free com- 
petition.” 

But we protest against Mr. Wickersham’s con- 
clusion. His remedy for monopoly is more mo- 
nopoly. He would minimize the evils of centrali- 
zation by more centralization. He assumes that 
monopoly is here to stay and should be legalized 
and regulated instead of eliminated. His justi- 
fication for the control of industrial and trade 
corporations is the control of railroads. He said: 

“We have been accustomed to the regula- 
tion of rates of transportation, but the sug- 
gestion that prices of commodities be regu- 
lated by Congress seems novel and radical. 

Yet the principle on which the regulation of 

transportation in rates is based is simply 

that when property is used in a manner to 
make it of public consequence and affects the 
community at large it becomes clothed with 

a public use and may be controlled by the 

public for the common good.” 

This {is an amazing expression from the At- 
torney-General. There is a fundamental differ- 
ence between the railroad and the ordinary busi- 
ness corporation. One is a quasi-public corpora- 
tion, chartered for public service, with grants of 
special privileges and powers. It has the power 
of eminent domain. As a common carrier it has 
the responsibilities and obligations of a public 
servant. The private corporation has none of 
these special powers and privileges. Its only 
duty to the public is to comply with the law in 
its organization and operation. It has no fran- 
chise. | | 
Mr. Wickersham failed to paint the picture of 
the consequences of government-controlled mo- 
nopoly. If the Government fixes prices it must 
practically guarantee profits; it must govern all 
the conditions of business. It must crush com- 
petition and forbid freedom of trade. The con- 
trol of the Government by monopolists and em- 
perors of finance, which is now an occasional 
scandal, would become an established rule. The 
men who now determine capitalization and fix 
prices would continue to do both, backed by 
Government approval and power. In the part- 
nership of the monopolists and the Government 
for the control of all business, we would have a 
bastard socialism, from the oppression of which 
state ownership would be a happy refuge. 

We beg to remind Mr. Wickersham that the 
people are moving in the opposite direction. They 
demand the destruction of monopoly and the 
restoration of freedom of trade. They demand 
the wiping out of tariff iniquities. They demand 
the personal prosecution and punishment of mo- 
nopolists. They anticipate the return of voluntary 
competition, with individual responsibility under 
the laws—the true conditions of democratic 
government.

NAVAL WAR GAME 
SHOWS Tht VALUE 
F THE SUBMARINE 


Result of Sham Battles at Long 
Island Will Be Recommenda- 
tion for More of Them. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 21.—One certain 


result of the naval war game in prog- 


ress off the eastern entrance of Long 
Island Sound will be the recommenda- 
tion to Congress for a considerable in- 
crease of the number of submarine 
boats. 

Even the commander of the attacking 
fleet, Admiral Osterhaus, had to admit 
in his official report to the Navy De- 
partment that the submarines attached 
to the defensive fleet had succeeded in 
approaching his big battleships with- 
cut detection until they suddenly arose 
at the short distance of 500 yards from 
the anchorage. 

Equipped with torpedoes that easily 
travel five times that distance at great 
speed, it would have been an easy mat- 
er for the submarine commanders to 
have sent some of the big ships clear 
out of the water if the war had been 
an actuality. 

The obvious lesson is that In war time 
a hostile fleet will never dare anchor off 
the coast if there is reason to suspect 
the presence within 25 miles of any of 
the under water craft, or if they do so, 
they must have recourse to the British 
device of strong chain torpedo nets hung 
far out from the hull’s bottom.

TREATY WILL BE 
JGNED AT BEVERLY 


Possible Agreement of Powers 
May Be Delayed Until Taft 
Goes to Summer Home.

WASHINGTON, July 21.—For the sec- 
ond time within-a decaue New England 
may claim the birthplace of one of the 
great treaties that make world history, 
for it may be that the general arbitra- | 
tion treaty will be known as the treaty 
of Beverly, just as the peace agreement 
concluded by Russia and Japan was 
known as the‘treaty of Portsmouth. 

It was intended that the arbitration 
convention shoula@ be signed in Wash- 
ington and, indeed, hope has not yet 
been abandoned that that may be the 
case. But events are shaping so that 
it would not be surprising if the delays 
arising in the closing days of the nego- 
tiations should make it. impossible to 
conclude them before President Taft 
leaves for his summer home in Mas- 
sachusetts. 

Although the British Government has 
already practically given its assent to 
the treaty, it is the wish of the Presi- 
dent and Secretary Knox that this im- 
portant agreement be given a truly in- 
ternational character, which can be 
had only by the adherence of more than 
two of the great powers. 

This desire has béen made known to 
the French Government and Ambassa- 
dor Jusserand, now in Paris, is labor- 
ing to induce his foreignioffice to give 
its assent to the adherence of France. 
If this is assured in the immediate fu- 
ture, it is entirely possible that the cere- 
mony of signing the treaty will be de- 
ferred long enough to permit Jusserand 
to hasten to America to place his name 
on it.

E. McManigal, alleged confessed dyna- 
miter and informer against the Mc- 
Namara brothers, has been abandoned 
by some of his relatives because he re- 
peats all their conversations with him 
to the prosecution, according to a 
statement made by his uncle, George 
Behm. 

Behm, who is a locomotive engineer 
of Portage, Wis., and who cared for 
McManigal! from the time he wag an In- 
fant until he was 18 years old, has vis- 
ited his nephew only once since he ar- 
rived in Los Angeles. Behm sald yes- 
terday that he believed that McManigal 
wag “either doped or crazy,” and de 
clared his intention of not visiting again 
in his cell in the county jail, because 


“‘he tells what is said to him to the de- 
tectives for the prosecution.” 


Wife Takes Same Attitude. 


Behm’s stand on the question of visit- 
ing his nephew has been taken also by 
Mrs. McManigal, who has not called 
upon her husband for weeks. It is said 
she and her children will remain away 
from him. Of his visit to hig nephew, 
Behm said: 

“When I went up to see him I 4id 
not make any reference to his alleged 
confession. He brought the subject up, 
but said little about it. He seemed to 
be in fear for his life after the trial 
and said he feared he might be shot 
by some union men or by detectives.” 

Behm was called before the grand jury 
for a few minutes vesterday, but was 
excused until July 81 as the inqutis!- 
tors were busy with investigations of 
other matters.

U. S. SUES SMELTER- 
TRUST FOR $2,500,000 


Seeks to Recover Damages for 
Alleged Illegal Entry of

$2,500,000 damages for alleged conspirccy 
and fraud in acquiring 2415 acres in the 
Trinidad coal fields in Southern Colo- 
rado has been filed in the Federal Court 
against the American Smelting and Re- 


fining Co. 
In order that Innocent ; urchasers of 


the lands may not suffer the action I!s 
brought in law for damages, and not in 
equity to set aside the patents. The 
suit is the culmination of several years’ 
investigation by special land agents. 

Besides the name of Special Assistant 
Attorney-General D. B. Townsend, who 
filed the suit, the complaint bears the 
signatures of Attorney-General Wicker- 
sham and Acting United States Attor- 
ney Ralph Hartzel. 

It is recited that the land was ac- 
quired by means of 16 dummy entry- 
mon, filings thereon being made in 
July, 1902. The complaint alleges that 
Samuel R.’ Richie of Denver furnished 
the money with which the lands were 
bought, he being cashier of the Ameri- 
can Smelting and Refining Co. at the 
time.
